Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. The claim section should be separated with the specification section and should be in the 
separated sheets. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

5. For at least claims 1 and 20, The term M a non-universal print file " in claim 1 and "a 
universal print file" in claims 1 and 20 are a relative term which renders the claim indefinite and 
renders the claim indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The term "a non-universal print file " and "a 
universal print file" are not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard 
for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention; and 

what a printer server system from claim 1 is ? which device the printer server system 
connects to? what is the functionality of the printer server system?; 
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from claim 20, comprising,. . ." does not indicate what the method comprising; 

what is the difference between "a host server", " a client computer" (line 4 in claim 20) 
and "a printer" (line 10 in claim 20) and u a host server", " a client computer" and "a printer" in 
the preamble? 

what is a printer server system ? while a client-server computer printing system only has 
a host server, printers and client computers which is described in the preamble. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. 

A lot of devices in the structural claim are mixed up. Please provide each element with 
the functionality for each device.
